School Board 
Awards Roof 
Repair Work 


Special Meeting Considers Bids 
on High and Shawsheen 
School Roof Jobs 


A special meeting of the School Committee 
was held Friday evening, April 15th, to con- | 
sider bids presented for the repair of the 
High School roof which was recently found 
to be leaking. A figure of four hundred forty 
six dollars ($446.) was presented by the 
Andrew Wilson Company and four hundred 
eighty-five dollars ($485.) by the George W. 
Horne Company. The sub committee felt 
that the Horne specifications included a 
little more work than those presented by the 
Wilson Company, and their recommendation 
that the bid be awarded the George W. 
Horne Company was adopted by the general 
committee. 

For some time water has been leaking in 
the corridors of the Shawsheen school during 
every bad storm. Every effort has been made 
to remedy this situation but so far without 
avail. The Andrew Wilson Company has 
been doing some repair work on the roof and 
they recommend that the installation of 
eight metal louvers of the type suggested by 
them in each of the two ventilator stacks 
might help remedy the existing trouble. The 
cost for these would be one hundred twenty 
five dollars ($125.) for the lot plus a small 
charge for installation. It was decided to 
equip the northeast stack with these as a trial 
and, if found successful, the other stack would 
be equipped later.

Those spon- 
soring the plan had expected that a great 
deal of food would be donated to the needy, 
but they have hardly hoped for such a gener 
ous response as Andover’s buying public 
showed during the past week 

The new stores entering the campaign this 
week are Young's Market, Elliott’s Pork 
Store, S. K. Ames, Inc., and H. P. Hood. This 
brings the list up to 14, the others being 
J. E. Greeley, Andover Market, Epicure 
Market, Basso’s Fruit Store, Hartigan’s 
Pharmacy, Shawsheen Market, Lannan’s 
Market, P. J. Daly, First National Stores, 
and the A. & P. Stores 

Many barrels of foods of all sorts were 
turned over during the week to Mrs. Lotta 
M. Johnson, Board of Health nurse, who 
distributed the perishable foods as soon as she 
received them. A good deal of the imperish 
ables can be kept for a while, but with condi 
tions the way they are at present, Mrs. 
Johnson’s supply will not last any too long, 
and so it is hoped that the townspeople will 
continue to place their donations in the 
barrels. The stores will continue using this 
plan until the need has passed 

Since nearly all the local stores have barrels 
now, the posters will not be reprinted to 
include all the merchants because it would be 
too much of an expense 

A few suspicious people saw in the orange 
barrel plan merely a means of increasing a 
merchants’ sales, but in reality most of the 
merchants sold the goods for the barrel at 
cost. One local groceryman last Saturday 
night sent all the bread he had in the store 
out to needy families, and there were many 
other such instances of genuine charitable 
spirit. The town has reason to be proud of its 
local merchants 

The buying public also did their part. 
People came into the stores and spent a few 
dollars at a time merely on goods for the 
barrel. Most buyers could not resist the 
temptation to add something, no matter 
how small. The committee hopes that every 
one will continue to do his bit. A one week's 
drive would be effective in helping the situa- 
tion but slightly, and so it is hoped that as 
long as there is anyone in Andover in want, 
someone will be willing to satisfy that want.

Historic Reproduction 

There is a building called Virginia 
house at Windsor farm, just outside of 
the city of Richmond, The building 
{s constructed of material from the 
ancient priory of tne Holy Sepulcher 
completed in 1565, at Warwick, Eng- 
land. It was purchased, packed and 
shipped outright to Windsor farms in 
1925-1926. The structure represents 
three historic English houses: The 
Tudor portion of Warwick priory; part 
of Warmileighton, the home of the 
Spencers, and the original portion of 
the present Sulgrave manor, the an- 
clent home of George Washington, 


Basilicas 

Originally, at Athens, a basilica was 
a portico on the agora in which the 
archon basileus dispensed justice. 
Later, in Rome, it was a rectangular 
hall divided into nave and aisles by 
ranges of columns, and with a raised 
platform, called tho tribune, at one 
end. It was used as a hall of justice 
and adopted as the type for the earll- 
est buildings of Christian worship. 
The word is now applied to a church
